Good afternoon Miss Aramayo. 

I was giving your contact information by Herb Wesson's office, letting me know they are no longer able 
to provide assistance (or very little anyway) regarding the homeless situation we are facing at this 
location. I left a message in your office a while back, but heard nothing from you. We currently have 
trash mountain going on at the corner of David and Venice and it gets bigger and bigger by the day. 
There has not been a clean up here for probably close to a month. 

This morning there was a shooting right across from my office at around 5:15 - 5:30 am. One of my 
employees called it in, but didn't leave his contact info because we are constantly harassed with 
homeless trying to sleep in front of our doors, the garage driveway being blocked by everything from 
mattresses to shopping carts to sofas and trash, homeless shitting and peeing on our building and in 
our driveway and leaving trash around everywhere. Not to mention harassment of my employees. We 
are concerned about employees coming to work early because it is dark out now and these folks are 
unstable. 

That shooting should be a wake up call (since the live wire that one of the homeless got out of a light 
pole and dragged it across the street so he could get power in his tent, and cars were driving over it, 
was not a wake up call). Those rounds could have ricocheted off a wall into an innocent driver or into 
one of our windows across the street. The rodent infested trash build up is a real pleasure as well. 

So, what are you going to do about this? Since the mayor's office seemingly has striped all authority 
away from the city council, the fault lies squarely with the mayor's office. Thank God we have Chick-fil- 
a up the street now and our hard working officers enjoy their food, so they are around more frequently 
than before for their lunch breaks. 

As a tax payer, I was quite alarmed that the mayor's answer to the mental health and drug and alcohol 
issues that this particular group in this location is involved (and I know others as well) is to get 
converted shipping containers valued at $600 to $800,000 each for individual housing and make 
another "encampment". That seems to be a rather knee jerk reaction to a serious problem that he is 
now under a tremendous amount of pressure to resolve. 

I guess my simple question is this. (And if this has been done, forgive me, as I have not heard anything 
about it.) Why not get together with the dream center, union rescue mission and others who actually 
have first hand knowledge of working with the homeless and start working on solutions with them. 

They are the boots on the ground that actually know what they are talking about and know what to do. 
And I don't think expensive shipping containers would be their answer. Why not listen to them and 
actually do what they say? Or is the state of CA so into not accepting help from our federal 
administration to help solve this issue over the desperate need that the homeless and those of us who 
are suffering because of the ineptness of our CA politicians to solve the problem. 

The definition of insanity is doing the same thing over and over again expecting the same result. 
Unfortunately it does not seem that our local and state officials have learned this lesson and made the 
tough decisions to keep people accountable and protect everyone. 

I apologize if this is coming across roughly, but quite honestly, the safety of everyone in this area 
trumps lip service we have been getting so far. 

I look forward to hearing from you with some solutions. If you could please reply all, that would be 






greatly appreciated.
